John A. Edwards Testifies at 
Bartlett’s Trial. 


STATE’S CASE IS NOT STRONG 


MUCH OF THE TESTIMONY IS CON. 
TRADICTORY. 


Difficulties Met in Establishing the 
Fact That Bartlett’s Shooting of 
Edwards Was Premeditated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTICELLO, Mo., May 25.—The chief 
feature so far of the trial of E. R. Bart- 
lett for the murder of William D. Edwards, 
was the appearance on the witness stand of 
John A. Edwards, brother of the.man who 
was killed. He made oath to the statement 


which appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday. He told of Bartlett's visit to 
his home in Wichita, Kan., and the other 
details connected with this interview with 
the man who had told he was in the Iowa 
penitentiary. He said he was 57 years old, 
that he had not seen his brother for 23 or 
-4 years, until he saw him dead at Mem- 
phis in March. Further than this the court 
would not permit him to go. 

Aside from Edwards’ testimony, the 
State’s case was in many ways a disap- 
pointment, up to last night, when they re- 
tired to consult until this morning, when 
their case was made and the defense be- 
gan. While the assault committed by Ed- 
wards appeared to be such as would not 
justify a man in killing him, the state did 
not thoroughly establish the theory of mur- 
der in the first degree. While slight cir- 
cumstances tended to show malice of Bart- 
lett against Edwards, little was given to 
show that Bartlett actually contemplated 
murder. The theory that Bartlett aggra- 
vated Edwards to an attack for the pur- 
pose of killing him is borne out by several 
witnesses, particularly those who told of 
Bartlett continuing his circulation of sto- 
ries about John A. Edwards being in the 
lowa penitentiary, ufter he visited Edwards 
at his home in Kansas and knew he was 
not in Iowa, 

For some reason the promised revelation 
by the prosecution of the hidden reason 
that Bartlett had for wanting to get rid 
of Edwards was not made in the evi- 
dence in chief. If it is done at all it will 
have to be done in rebuttal of the de- 
fendant’s testimony.

0 years. He told of a conversation with 
Bartlett in November, 1900, in which Bart- 
lett sald he had Edwards arreste@ and 
jailed in Iowa for swindling. 

In cross-examination he said 17 or 18 years 
had elapsed since seeing Edwards. Mr. 
Dean admitted hearing of threats from 
William D. Edwards eoncerning Bartlett. 
He said Edwards told him if Bartlett did 
not retract he would take a cowhide to him. 
He finally asked the witness to go and see 
Bartlett to retract what he had published in 
a Blue Earth (Minn.) paper. This was 
was about the time of Senter'’s conviction. 
“TI can’t stand it inuch longer,’ said Ed- 
wards, with tears in his eyes, ‘‘and the 
only way to do any good is to give him a 
good cowhiding.”’

Commerce, He Says, Fights 
for the High Seas. 


MUST WIN PACIFIC TRADE. 


THIS MUST BE DIVERTED FROM 
EUROPE TO UNITED STATES. 


In the Next Thirty Years We Will 
Have t00,000,000 Farmers 
Whose Productions Must 
Find a Market Abroad. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 24.—James J. 
Hill, president of the Great Northern road, 
talked with the Post-Dispatch today about 
the transportation problem of the world and 
of the activity among railroads for traffic. 

“The fight is on the high seas,’ said 
President Hill. ‘“‘The great traffic contest 
is between the Pacific on the one hand and 
the Suez canal and Cape Horn on the other. 

“It is: bot a fight between this section or 
‘city or road or the other—at least so far as 
lam concerned. It is a big. question of 
traffic development. It is a question of 
commercial development and industrial de- 
velopment for the country at large. Our 
competitor is not here, not in New York, 
not in San Francisco. He is on the high 
seas. Our fight is national—or rather it is 
international. Our problem is to get hoid 
of the commerce of the Pacific ocean and 
bring it across the Pacific and across the 
t'nited States instead of allowing it to be 
diverted around the globe via the Suez canal 
and Cape Horn. 

“During the next W years we may grow 
to 150,000,000. 

“What shall we do with this population? 
Not over one-third, or 650,000,000, can be 
employed in manufactures, railroading, 
trades and the professions. The bulk of 
a, ne 100,000,000 must go to the 
an 

“The great increase will be in the val- 
leye of the Ohio, Mississippi, Missouri and 
westward, the fertile prairies of the great 
Central West and beyond, wherever irri- 
gation is possible. 

“Now, then, what will these 100,000,000 on 
the land of the West produce? Food, will 
they not? 

“The millions of people across the Pa- 
cific are able to buy principally only what 
they are compelled to buy to sustain life— 
food, just the product which the present 
coming population of America’s great cen- 
tral and western zone is prepared to fur 
nish. 

“The next question is, ‘How shall 
handled, by what route shall it et Shall 
America handle it, or Europe? rill . oe 
by the Pacific or by the Suez ee the 
liorn?’ I hope that America will handle it, 
and by the Pacific. Geography and nature 
declare it, and trade cannot resist them.”’

The messages are sent by 
means of a keyboard similar to that of a 
typewriter, which ean be operated by an 
ordinary typewriter operator. and are re- 
eorded at the other end of the wire by a 
small machine.
